Sir :—In compliance with the sixth section of an act en- 
titled “An act providing for decreeing and making known 
that certain laws and joint resolutions have become inoper- 
ative and void,” approved March third, A. D. eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three, I have the honor to transmit here- 
with a list containing the title and date of passage or ap- 
proval of every law approved since the eighteenth day of 
March, A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, which has be- 
come inoperative and void for the reason that the parcies 
interested therein have failed to pay the sum assessed there- 
on, and declared to be payable on the same, according to the 
requirements of the act entitled “An act to increase the rev- 
enue of the State of New Jersey,’ approved March sixth, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, and the supplement 
thereto, approved March eighteenth, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and fifty-nine. 

It has been deemed advisable to make a separate list of 
the charters of such Savings Banks and Loan Associations 
as have not paid an assessment upon their acts of incorpor- 
ation, inasmuch as it has been claimed by some of these cor- 
porations that they are exempt from assessment under that 
provision of the act of eighteen hundred and fifty-nine 
which exempts from the operations of the act such private 
acts as refer to “ benevolent ” and “charitable” institutions ; 
though this claim, so far as I am aware, has not been made 
the subject of a legal decision, and may be said to be of 
doubtful validity.

An act to incorporate the Jefferson Mercantile Association 
of Jefferson, Gloucester county, New Jersey.

and all other necessary works, and do all other things which 
may be suitable or necessary for the completion, repairs or 
management of said roadway ; provided always, that the pay- 
ment, or the tender of the payment, of all damages for the 
occupancy of lands through or upon which the said road- 
way and its conveniences, appurtenances and appendages 
may be laid out or located, be made before the said com- 
pany, or any person under their direction or employ, shall 
enter upon or break ground in the premises, except for the 
purpose of surveying and laying out said roadway and its 
conveniences, appurtenances and appendages, and for loca- 
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ting the same, unless the consent of the owner or owners of 
such lands be first had and obtained. 

6. And be it enacted, That if the owner of the land on 
which such survey or location for said company shall be 
made shall not be willing to give the same for such purpose, 


and said company and owner cannot agree as to the price of 


the same, it shall be the duty of any justice of the supreme 
court, who is disinterested in the premises, upon the appli- 
cation of either party, and after giving ten days’ notice of 
such application to the opposite party of such application, 
and after hearing the parties to appoint three disinterested 
commissioners to assess the price or value of said land, who 
shall be sworn or affirmed faithfully to execute the duties of 
such appointment, and after like notice to both parties of 
the time and place shall meet, view the premises, and hear 
the parties and evidence, if desired, and thereupon make 
such decision, and award, together with a description of the 
said land and the quantity taken, by whom owned, how sit- 
uated and bounded and described, in writing under their 
hands and seals, or under the hands and seals of any two of 
them, to the justice who appointed them, to be by him 
returned and filed in the office of the clerk of the county 
wherein the lands lie, together with all the papers before 
him relating thereto, there to be kept as a public record, 
and copies taken, if required, by either party; and if 
either party shall feel aggrieved by the decision and award 
of said commissioners, the party so aggrieved may appeal ton 
the circuit court at the next term after such decision and 
award, by proceeding in form of petition, to the said court, 
with five days’ notice in writing to the opposite party of such 
appeal, which proceeding shall vest in the said circuit court 
full right and power to hear and adjudge the same, and if 
required they shall award a venire in proper form for a jury 
before them, who shall hear and finally determine the same, 
and it shall be the duty of the said jury to assess the value 
of the said lands and all damages sustained; and if the said 
jury be demanded by the said company, and they shall find 
a greater sum than the said commissioners then judgment 
shall be given with costs, against the said company and ex- 
ecution issue if need be; but if the said jnry shall be de- 
manded by the owner or owners, and shall find the same or 
a, less sum than the commissioners awarded, then the costs 
shall be paid by the owner or owners and shall be deducted 
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out of the said sum awarded by the said commissioners or 
execution issue therefor as may be directed by the said court; 
and upon payment or tender of the sum so found by the said 
commissioners or by the jury, with costs, if any, the said 
company shall be deemed to be seized and possessed in fee 
simple of all such lands and real estate appraised as afore- 
said. 

7. And be it enacted, That in case any owner or owners 
of such land or real estate shall be teme covert, under age, 
non compos, out of the state, or under any other legal disa- 
bility which would prevent their agreement with the said 
company, then it shall be the duty of the said company to 
pay the amount of any award or report so made in behalf 
of any such person into the court of chancery to the clerk 
thereof, subject to the order of the said court, for the use of 
any such owner or owners, all of which said proceedings, as 
well under this as the preceding section of this act, shall be 
at the proper costs and charges of the said company, except 
in cases of appeal above provided for; and the said justice 
shall and may order and direct as to the amount of costs 
and charges of such valuation and appraisement, and witness 
fees, and as to the payment thereof in case where an appeal 
is made. 

8. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
company to keep in repair all bridges necessary for the 
streets of the said roadway; and if the said roadway should 
cross over any railroad, or common road or road built by a 
corporate company, it can and shall have the right of way 
to cross the said railroads or common roads or roads built 
by a corporate company, by a bridge or an even grade with 
the said roads, “and if said road shall cross any road or 
street below the grade of said road or street, the company 
shall erect and keep in a good and safe state of repair, 
bridges over said road, to accommodate the travel on any 
road or street which is crossed by said road below the grade 
thereof.” 

9. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company can collect tolls of teams passing over the 
roadway of the said campany, which tolls are not to exceed 
five cents per animal in a team; they can also lease or sell 
a part of the roadway to any horse railroad company, to be 
used as a passage through the Palisades. 

10. And be it enacted, That said company shall have the 
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power and it is hereby authorized to make its bonds, and for company 
the purpose of securing their payment, to mortgage its real fmpowered 
estate and personal property, roadway and roadways, and all bonds, pay- 
the appurtenances, franchises, powers and privileges, and secured. 
rights belonging thereto, which it may possess, under its act 
of incorporation, to such amount as it may deem expedient, 
and to sell the same for such amount as it may deem for 
the best interest of the company, without invalidation there- 
of by any statute of this state; and the said bonds and 
mortgages, so sold and negotiated, shall be valid and bind- 
ing in law and equity, and the purchaser or purchasers un- 
der a decree in equity or foreclosure, founded on any such 
bond or mortgage, shall be invested with all the estate, 
rights, franchises, powers, privileges, which are or may be 
conferred upon, or possessed by said company, under or by 
virtue of this act of incorporation, and any supplements 
thereto, subject nevertheless to all restrictions contained 
therein. 

ll. And be it enacted, That this shall be taken to be a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

4. And be it enacted, That no certificate of stock issued by 
the Washington Association shall be assignable or transfer- 
able to any other person or persons than to a male descend- 
ant of a subscriber to the stock of this association, and when 
no such descendant shall appear to make good his claim 
within five years after the death of a stockholder from whom 
he would have inherited, then the share or shares of stock 
thus unclaimed shall be deemed forfeited to the state and 
become its property. 

5. And be it enacted, That upon due notice being given 
by a majority of incorporators of this association the stock- 
holders shall meet at the Washington Headquarters at Mor- 
ristown, and thereupon elect a board of trustees of not less 
than six nor more than nine members, whose term of office 
shall be three years, but of the first board so elected one- 
third of their number shall have their term of office expire 
at the end of one year, and one-third shall have their term of

originally called the Hoboken and Weehawken Horse 
Railroad Company, was, by act of the legislature, ap- 
proved March twenty-ninth, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty five (pamphlet laws, page 606), authorized to 
purchase and hold, possess, exercise and enjoy, the prop- 
erty, powers, privileges and franchises of the West Ho- 
boken and Hoboken Passenger Railway Company, and of 
the Hobokeu and Hudson City Horse Var Railroad Com- 
pany ; and by act of legislature, approved March seven- 
teenth, one thousand eight huudred and seventy (pamph- 
let laws, page 683), to do the same with reference to all 
or any part of the property and franchises of the Jersey
